alarm s and sixty-live fires, causing a 
loss of *7,000 on which the insurance 
companies paid $.’>.000. 
But the com­ 
panies had taken out of Aurora during 
that year $200,000 in premiums. 
Senator Berry showed in his report 
that $ id,(too,0(H) la«t year had gone out 
of Illinois to eastern life and 
fire in ­ 
surance companies. 
No wonder that 
money i- scarce in the west. 
< )ne wuy 
to break down this combination is by 
forming rnut.ua 
lire insurance com­ 
panies. 
1 n the latter case the profits 
are divided a mong the policy holders 
and not among a few stockholders. 
In 
eastern states much insurance has been 
done on the mutual plan. 
Mr. Keyes in regard to ‘‘W h a t Makes 
a Local Association Successful” said 
that the verdict of the convention was 
that, one of the essentials 
is member­ 
ship -organization of trade is absolutt - 
iy necessary: Aggression means every­ 
thing. 


“ Should Grocers Add O ther Lines.-' ’ 
The department «tore« and semi-de­ 
partment stores are encroaching so 
upon the grocers’ hold that retaliation 
is almost necessary. Groceries are sold 
as leader« at a loss by the department 
stores 
'They buy in huge quantitesol 
old goods, bankrupt stocks and 
stocks 
from Hard-pinched grocer«, 
aud 
with 
their «mail capital tbe grocers cannot 
successfully compete. 
Mr, Petersburger had brought down 
the convention at the close of this pa 
per by taking the floor and Mooring the 
delegate (J J .

in regard to the paper on

Garnishm ent I.aw by Mr. Lutz of Last 
St. Louis, Mr. Petersbeger said that 
the convention was strictly in favor of 
continuing it on the statute books, and 
every association in the state had sect 
communications to that effect to their 
representatives at Springfield. 
This 
law provides that live days notice shall 
be given of garnishm ent proceedings 
and that the head of a fam ily shall be 
exempt in the sum of $*> »per 
week. 
The Knights of Labor aud the Feder­ 
ation of Labor were organizations that 
were urging its repeal, saying that it 
unduly 
pressed 
the 
working man. 
They said that it canted destitution at 
Pullm an, while in reality the justice 
court proceedings of the two justices of 
the Pullm an district have fallen 
ofT 
twenty-five per cent since the enact­ 
ment of the law. 
'There are few cx&es 
of garnishment in Dixon, less than ever 
before, in fact, 
Th e honest laboring 
man is in favor of the law, for lie « an 


get credit easier. 


Mr. Petersberger discussed at some 
length tbe subject of “ Glucose,” as pre­ 
sented at the convention by Dr. Eb ert 
of Chicago. 
Most of the so-called glu ­ 
cose syrups should be called dextrine 
svrup, and are a mixture of dextrine 
and grape sugar 
He defended 
the 
grocers from tit « accusation that they 
mix glucose with sugar by the very de­ 
cisive statement that glucose w ill not 
crystalize “ into grains, hut into a solid 
mass, and it is absolutely impossible to 
mix it with cane sugar, 
it cost one 
company in Chicago $500,000 to find 
this out. 
The by-products of glucose 
m anufacture were discussed and M r 
Petersberger made some humorous a l­ 
lusions to 
Dixon merchants, 
among 
them himsolf. 


“ Trusts 
and 
Combination.«” came 
next. 
M r Pet< rsberger said: 
“ One 
way to light them is for the home mer­ 
chants to form them into associations 
The tendency of the trusts is to sell di- 
rectlv to the consumer. 
The consumer 
think** he ha« a great thing, 
but it 
kills the sm aller town«. 
The 
m e r ­ 
chant keeps the wheels of commerce 
going round.

So intim ate are the m ajority 
of Dixon book readers with the works

views of the speaker could

.-trike a responsive chord. 
The influ­ 
ence which tended 
to 
mould 
Miss 
Evans1 inclination toward her literary 
work would form an interesting study, 
but probably the predominant feature 
of her younger year« was in her in her­ 
ent self application to study, 
which 
coupled with extensive travel, left the 
accomplished scholar. 
The speaker 
would say nothing derogatory to any of 
her works, but chose passage« from 
Romoia, 
Daniel Daronda aud 
Felix 
Holt as ihe most fitting types of 
her 
excellence in prose, with different se­ 
lections culled from the lyric side of 
her achievem ents for poetic criticism . 
Romoia 
perhaps 
best 
signifies tbe 
intellectual strength of the author, 
Daniel Daronda her philosophical in ­ 
sight. Felix H olt her sym pathy w ith 1 
hum anitarian interests, and her poeti y 
the expression of her lofty sentiment. 
The story of Rom ola’s life amid the 
environrnents of Florentine refinement 
and Augustian pride, and her modest 
but potent influence in the society of 
that classic centre at the hour of its 
brilliancy, as told by tbe lecturer in 
words which the w riter w ill not at­ 
tempt to reproduce, was one which, to 
be fully appreciated, should have been 
heard. 
Daniel Daronda, likew ise ex­ 
emplifies tbe same noble sentiment and 
c oarness of moral motive as found in 
Roma I a and though possibly not quite 
as widely read a« the latter, may w ith 
consistency be known a« the w riter - 
greatest work. 
Felix Holt lack.- most 
of the consummate 
grace, scholarly 
polish and the dram atic elegance of 
the other productions and were we un­ 
acquainted with the author, we would I 
not believe that such a well furnished 
mind would consent to attempt a work 
so homely in its design. The scene of the ! 
story is laid in an 
English hamlet, 
where N ature alone holds the hertitage 
of public animation.

Elio t has here ensconced 
herself in 
the hearts of the suffering classes 
her words of sym pathy w ill continue 
to carry a daily message of love long 
after her severest critics

into .oblivion. 
Her 
poetry is c h a r­ 
acterized by many as falling far below 
the standards of the poets of her age: 
but the ground 
for these misplaced 
opinions may be found as in the case of 
Emerson, that is, the im portance of 
her prose works 
overshadow*« 
her 
otherwise appreciated efforts in poetry. 
In his splendid conclusion, the speaker 
drew the following deductions.
